WASHINGTON. March 9.—(/Pi- 
Oliver Wendell Holmes went about 
familiar duties today, exemplifying 
the philosophy expressed in a ra- 
dio address on hia ninetieth birth- 
day. 


"The work is never done while 


the power to work remains," the 
aged jurist said. 
He spoke only a few brief sen- 
tences last night in response 
to 


tributes which included a eulogy 
by Chief Justice Hughes. 


"The riders in a race do not 


stop short when they reach 
the 
goal," he said. "There is a little 
finishing canter before coming to 
a standstill. There is time to hear 
the kind voice of friends and 
to 
say to oneself, the work is done. 
But just as one says that, the an- 
swer comes, the race Is over, but 
the work is never done while the 
power to work remains. The can- 
ter that brings you to a standstill 
need not be only coming to rest. 
It cannot be, while you still live. 
For to live is to function. That is 
all there is in living. 
"And so I end with a line from 
a Latin poet who uttered the mes- 
sage more than fifteen hundred 
years ago: 
" 
"'Death plucks mv ear and says: 


'Live—I am coming.' " 


Those in the room with him at 
the study in his home, saw that 


the tributes affected him. 
His 


voice, however, did not falter. He 
showed no signs of nervousness at 
the unfamiliar stare of the micro- 
phone. He cleared his throat as 
he began. 
It was the only sign 


that he was a radio neophyte. 


All of the speakers quoted from 
his speeches, writings and decis- 
ions. Dean Clark of the Yale law 
school said Holmes was so often 
ahead of his time that 
those who 


dissented with him today often 
found themselves agreeing 
later. 


Charles A. Boston, president of the 
American Bar Association, said he 
had profoundly moulded the 
law 


and those who make It a profes- 
sion. They spoke from the studios 
of the Columbia system in New 
York. 


The chief justice, wh associates 
with him daily 
at the supreme 
court, said Holmes was ''a 
con- 


stant contradiction 
of 
all that 
great age usually implies." 
"The most beautiful and darest 
thing In the world Is a complete 
human life, unmarred, unified by 
intelligent purpose, and uninter- 
rupted accomplishment, blessed by 
great talent 
employed 
in 
the 
worthiest activities, with a deserv- 
ed fame never dimmed and 
al- 


wavs growing," the chief justice 
said. ''Such a rarely beautiful life 
is that of Mr. Justice Holmes."

ed to Roosevelt, 


The friendship between Smith

Three times Roosevelt nominated 
Smith for president, and it was 
generally conceded in 1928 that he 
ran for governor of New York at

court. 
The

county court would have the juris- 
diction now given the district and 
county courts. Each county would 
have a county court.

The clerk of the county court 


also would act as county record- 
er. 


The resolution would also pro- 


vide for election of an additional 
county commissioner at large to 
serve as the administrator of the 
county affairs,
